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Faience Manufacturing Company (Greenpoint, Brooklyn, New York, 1881-92). Vase, 1886-90, cream-colored earthenware (enamel decoration, gilding). Gift of Emma and Jay Lewis. 2001.46 


Vase. The shape and ornamentation of this late 19th-century vase were inspired by design precedents from Islamic Spain and northern Africa from centuries 
before. The vase was made at the Faience Manufacturing Company in Brooklyn, New York. This manufactory, under the artistic leadership of Edward Lycett 
(1833-1910), produced many exuberant vase forms that were sold by elite retailers across the United States. The Mint's vase bears the printed mark of Bailey, 
Banks, and Biddle, a prominent Philadelphia retailer of luxury goods. The vase is on view in the American Galleries at Mint Museum Uptown.
